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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

2. Claims 1,2,9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
BELFER (6523984). Re claims 1,2, and 10: Belfer shows in Fig.7b; a fiber holding 
portion having a fiber insert hole having a diameter substantially equal to the diameter 
of the optical fiber "60" and a larger diameter portion "34" having an opening at one end 
face of the fiber holding portion with a lens "40s" abutted against the one end face "36" 
of the fiber holding portion. Re claim 9, note that Belfer shows in Fig. 1 1b a spherical 
lens "48". 

3. Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP § 201.15. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over BELFER 
(6523984), as applied to claim 1 , and further in view of MILLER (5268977). Belfer show 
the invention substantially as claimed except for the details of the lens holding portion 
cooperating with the fiber holding portion. Miller shows in Fig. 5 that it is known in the art 
to provide a lens holding portion "34" in the form of cylindrical adapter for the lens holder 
which surrounds the fiber holding portion "32" for the purpose of providing removable 
parts for easier servicing of the device. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide a cylindrical adapter for the lens 
holder as shown by Miller for the purpose and advantage of easier removal and 
servicing of the device. 

7. Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over BELFER 
(6523984) as applied to claim 1 above and further in view of YONEDA et al. (6823849). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1) a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
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the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
1.131; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1.130 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). Belfer shows the 
invention substantially as claimed except for the use of a plurality of fiber holding holes 
and a plurality of lenses which are arranged in a ring shape and further that a single 
second lens is used between the plurality of lenses and a target portion. Yoneda et al. 
shows in Fig. 18 that it is known in the art to provide a plurality of fiber holders with their 
respective lenses and orient them in a ring shape with a second lens between theses 
lenses and a target area for the purpose of providing concentrated shadowless lighting. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
to provide a plurality of lenses and fiber holding holes in a ring shaped orientation with a 
second lens as shown by Yoneda et al. for the purpose and advantage of proving 
concentrated, shadowless lighting of the target area, 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 3 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 3 sets forth further details of the lens holding portion and fiber holding 
portion such that the lens abuts against the forward end face of the fusion-deformed 
portion or the end face of the fiber holding portion which is not taught or shown in the 
prior art. Similarly, claim 5 provide further details of the cylindrical adapter formed with a 
tapered surface for abutting and fixing the lens on a side closer to the target portion 
which is not taught or shown in the prior art.
